that Russia demilitarize Vladivostok 
and the Siberian frontier, grant 
economic concessions in Siberia and 
Sakhalin Island, and guarantee not 
to give the United States any bases 
in the maritime provinces. 

The Japanese were said to be 
pouring steady reinforcements into 
Manchukuo and Korea. The official 
Russian Tass new's agency. however, 
issued a sharp denial that any 


clashes have occurred between Rus-! 


sian and Japanese troops along the 
Siberian frontier. 

The Royal Air Force extended its 
air offensive against Germany, at- 
tacking Mannheim, Frankfurt and 
Karlsruhe and the French Chan- 
nel coast during the night. 

Rome admitted that British air- 
planes had again attacked Augusta 
and Catinia on the Island of Sic- 
ily. Both points are believed to be 
air base sites. British action around 
Tobruk also was reported.
